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Panama ami Canca' Likely to Secede 
From Colombia Unless the C a 
Treaty Is Katlfled,- 

What the.French cali'n ,, ''bad; qu'arfer of 
an hour'' awaits tho President', . He has 
promised to entertai n the' ; national":, {com- 
uiittee of the B'nnl Brith, the greatest] Jew- 
ish organization in the . world,' . and', listen 
to their protests against the treatment of 
their . foltowY, 1 countrymen at-Kisbshev.- 
That hiB interview .with the prominent 
Hebrews who will call on him wifl be em- 
barassing the President fully appreciates. 
He has consulted Secretary Bay and Count 
Cnssini, the Russian Ambassador, and he 
is unable to find-grounds, which, from a 
diplomatic stand point, .will warrant any* 
thing, in the nature 'of ' a protest to • Russia 
and yet his entire sympathy is with'' the 
Jews and if be could he would gladly com- 
ply with their wishes and express toKussia 
the horror with which ho has learned of 
the Kishinev' atrocities. Mr. .Roosevelt 
also appreciates. that aside from the dip- 
lomatic aspect of the situation this country 
at least to some extent, . lives in a . glass 
house. Our own record is 'net. without a 
blot. Only recently a colored, man was 
burned and shot, ia a western state, and 
lyachings, rlotlngs and dynamltlngs with- 
in the past year have been numerous. Tho 
federal Government does all la its power 
to correct these abuses' but. cannot prevent 
them and that is the profession of Russia 
bo that whether we believe in Russias sin- 
cerity or not we can hardly affront her by 
an expression of Open Incredulity. ■ 

Another delicate situation has been pre- 
cipitated by the recent Servian revolution, 
accompanied as it was by the assi nation of 
the King and Queen and many. c-E "the sub- 
jects who remained loyal to them. . Regard^, 
less of the merits of the case, it ' is impos- 
sible not to be horrified at;-the frightful 
violence of the revolutionists. and yet there,. 
is no diplomatic warrant for an expression 
of sympathy or regret especially, 'as such 
would he immediately construed oa an In*' 
suit to the new ruler. Under the circum- 
stances, President* Roosevelt will refrain, 
from an es press ion orflhe subject 'as 1 ' wl 11 
doubtless the representatives of many other 
nations.' 

It will be a great surprise to all who are 
intimately acquainted with the machina- 
tions of the Machen ring if Beavers is not 
found to be seriously involved,' "He has 
offered to turn states evidence; and his offer 
has been rejected. From tuts it is argued 
that evidently the inspectors already have, 
sufficient evidence : withou t accepting his 
help.

It is repotted that if the Colombian con- 
gress fails to promptly ratify the. treaty 
the states oE Panama nnd Cauca, both of 
which are on the isthmus, will secede from 
the main country*. While it is probable 
that such secessson would be resisted to 
some extent it is doubtful if the resistance 
would be successful. Tho -"Northern por- 
tion of tho Andes- practically cuts, off nil 
communication between 'these -two states 
and the rest of the country by land 'and the 
Colombian' Government : has no navy,' 
Moreover. the Government is bankrupt and 
could hardly raise the funds' with' which 
to carry on a war. The two states- named 
would'mak'e a" country larger, than tbere- 
p'ublio'of Costa Rica'. aha all the inhabitants 
favor tho construction ; of [\ the canal.' As 
the two. atatea would be Virtually divided 
by tho canal zone there'; would be almost 
two countries after the cimul was built and 
it isprobable'tbata.pe'icoful and prosper-

French Woman Has Already Rivaled 

the Kup of Kip Van Winkle 

There Is In Thencllea, In tho depart- 
ment of Alsne, France, a woman 
named Marguerite Boyenval who has 
slept since the month of June, 1SS3— 
thnt Is to say, nbout twenty years. M. 
Stlegler elves the following account 
of the case: 

• Marguerite Boyenvhl hnd a stroke of 
catalepsy after ' suffering a great 
shock, .but It la not'kuowa whether or 
not tip to thnt time she had manifested 
any signs of hysteria, although she 
seemed to be heal thy. After tho attack 
Dr. Charlicr treated her. by mctalo- 
tlicrapy, which wns. the fashion at that, 
time; then he treated Iter by means of 
electricity, but. the results were' nil. 
lie attempted subcutaneous Injections 
of titrophlne, which was the only 
measure that hntV any effect, in this 
case sensibility returning to the limbs, 
but not- to the head, tills sensibility, 
on the other bnnd, being merely mo- 
mentary.' Nothing more could be done, 
although suggestions were made fre- 
quently. Many physicians believe thai 
the sleeper understands what Is snld to 
her and that it Is simply lmposlblo for' 
her to respond, tills being the opinion 
of Dr. Volsln, of the Salpotriere.-wbo, 
went to Thcnelies during the jnat year. 
Up to the present It'lins been Impossi- 
ble to verify this hypothesis. 

M. Stlcglcr describes his visit as 
follows: "I whs ushered Into, a room 
and on a little bed beheld tho sleeper. 
How pale and thin nnd motionless she 
was, although she wns not colorless, 
ns one would naturally believe, and, 
na a matter of fact, there was a slight 
coloration on the cheeks of thin wax- 
en face and the lips were clearly red, 
these firmly closed IJps which have not 
relaxed a single time for many years, 
which have uot nllowed a single drop 
of water to pass between them ond 
which have not let a word, not even a 
sigh, escape. The bead was supported 
oa a pillow and wore a white bonnet 
tied hy two bunds under the chin, 
which allowed the hnlr, black nnd flat 
and separated by a part, to be Been. 
The eyelids, which one mny open part- 
ly,, thereby disclosing two white and 
glassy eyes, were closed. The body 
wns flattened out under tho covers and 
hardly took up the space which would 
bo occupied by the body of an Infant, 
although the woman looked fully tho 
JO -years which is in reality her age. 

"As a matter of fact, the patient hnB 
not eaten for mnny years past, nnd 
she Is now fed on peptone and milk 
containing the yolks of eggs, The 
breath did not raise the chest In the 
least, the, respiration was not apparent 
and, while it evidently existed, It was 
so slight that it was impossible to per- 
ceive It- While the woman gradually, 
wastes away this phono menou, with- 
out example in the history of medi- 
cine, can still last a long time, oven 
for years."

The weekly crop report, Issued by the 
weather bureau, nays- excessive rains -In 
the . lower " Missouri, central Missltalpbi 
and Ohio -valleys, Tennessee, the Cnro- 
Un no and Georgia have interrupted farm 
work and cause j .great damage to crops. 
Portions of the upper lake region, central 
nnd west gulf States, ■ North Dakota and 
Montana aroC;In need of rnin. . Highly 
favorable' temperature coaditlons 'pre- 
vailed In the Iioeky: Mountain States,, but 
on the Pacific coast, the week wns very 
hot and dry, especially In California and 
Oregon, while the enrlypart of thoTveek, 
In the central and west gulf States was 
too coot, 

. Much corn rcmnlus to be planted In tha 
Missouri,-. .Mississippi nnd Ohio valleys, 
whore the. early planted is greatly in 
need of cultivation, and much has been 
'drowned. Planting was resumed in Ne- 
braska and Iowa during the latter part of 
tho week, where under .the most fnvora- 
hle. future conditions the acreage will bo 
reduced.' 

ItuBtin winter wlioflt-is Very generally 
reported from the Ohio, central Mis^a- 
fippi nnd lower Missouri valleys, and' In 
tho two last named districts tho crop 
has sustained much damage, from floods. 
In the lake region, middio Atlantic States 
and over" the northern portion of the 
Southern States an Improvement is gen- 
erally noted. Harvesting is progressing 
rapidly in Tcxnr; and has bogan In Cali- 
fornia, where early ■ wheat promises good 
yields. 

Spring wheat continues in very prom- 
ising condition in the Dakotns and gen- 
erally In Minnesota. On tho North Pa- 
cific const spring wheat, while needing 
rnin, Is doing well. 

Tho outlook for oats In New York and 
Pennsylvania Is very poor; in the Ohio 
valley* a general- 1 mprovein cut Is indicat- 
ed; In the upper Mississippi and Misnoiiri 
vnlleys; where not damaged by floods, 
the crop is in a promising condition. 

Cotton in the eastern portion of the 
belt has made' good growth, but Is very 
grassy, and Is' much in need of sunshine, 
while portions of the central districts 
need rain' nnd suffered somewhat from 
cool nhj*.its during the early part of the 
week. Tiie week as ft whole has been 
very favorable for transplanting tobacco, 
which is nearly -completed over nbout 
three- fourth s of the tobacco area.

Illinois— Bottom lands atone Mississippi 
from Mercer County southward, wllh thous- 
ands of acres of corn nnd wheat. Inundated. 
Wcatlinr etnuJy, with rain, dally; Held work 
great ly retarded. Corn pi nu ling suspended, 
much to lie planted yet, Ileitis very weedy; 
oatfl decMWIly Improved: Krnns made vigor- 
ous tjrowth; wheat Improved In central dis- 
trict, but many complaints of rust; In south- 
ern district wheat geacrally poor. 

Indiana— ltahifall excessive, ground too' 
wet for work; com planting ununlsbod, 
ncrengo reduced, early corn weedy; wheat 
headtui; short, ulTectrd tiy rust, promises 
less than nvcrngc yield; oats growing rapid- 
ly, hut uneven and weedy; barley and clover 
In southern section rendy to cut, - good 
crops; apple crop, already llcht, further re- 
duced by falling;, large acreage of tomatoes 
being planted, . 

Ohio— Abundant rainfall except Jn north- 
east; damago by hnll, washing and over- 
flow In some southern counties; corn not nil 
planted, germinating fairly well, cultiva- 
tion delayed; rust In . wheat Increasing In 
southwest n nd west,,, some smut In so rib 
and My In. south central counties; oats short, 
but Improving; . tobacco setting continues; 
potatoes; grass, •clover, gardens and pas- 
tures Improving; grapes, blackberries and 
raspberries promise well; other fruit un- 
changed. 

Michigan—Almost an entire absence of 
rain, except In widely scattered localities of 
southern counties, has deteriorated mend- 
ows and retarded growth of wheat, oats 
and pastures and caused slow germination 
of late nlmited corn; hay prospects rather 
poor; wheat somewhat Unproved; oats un- 
even nnd growing slowly; rye, sugar beets, 
early corn and early potntoen doing well; 

filnnttiiff lieatis and plowing for buckwheat 
n progress; stra wherry yldd fair; ralu 
much needed. 

Wisconsin— Week warm nnd dry; corn and 
potato planting. coin plctiil. enrly plnntluca 
good atand nnd under cultivation In south- 
em counties: winter wheat nnd rye lioadca, 
b/avy crops; oats, barley and spring wheat 
Improving, but some still yellow: few Acids 
of tobacco set, plants good; liny henry; pas- 
tores excellent; strawberries ripening, good 
crop; other fruits satlsfaelory. 

Mlnnesotn— Very little rnin; grass/wheat, 
oats, barley, early wwn flax, com and po- 
tatoes growing well In northern portion nnd 
on southern uplands; .floods in smith rapid- 
ly subsiding, nllowlng preparation of large 
areas, for corn, -millet, fodder, com nnd 
buckwheat; stand of corn nnd potatoes not 
generally' good; winter wheat heading. 

I own— Cultivating, planting nnd repUnt- 
tutr corn lins been resumed In upland Holds 
In larger part of Htate, nnd connldernhlo 
area will bo planted this mouth, though at 
best the acreage will l»n below average: 
grentcut dntunge to crops by floods aod 
washing In the Dcs Slolnet and lown' river 
basins, Latest reports liulleate that nggre- 
pnto of Irreparable damage, though heavy 
in some localities, will he ninth less thnn 
seemed Imminent during height of storm; 
hay very heavy; npple crop good, 

South Dakota— Scattered nhowers; spring 
wheat, outs, bnrley, rye, (inclt, potatoes and 
grasses generally progressing nicely, except 
on extreme southeastern lowlands, where 
wet soil delayed work nnd roused some 
dnmngc. Corn planting ahout Dntuhed and 
early corn has attained Tnlr to good stand, 
being cultivated and jimUm; moderate prog- 
ress. ' 

■ Nebraska— Italna did Utile damage out- 
side south PUBtern counties, nnd were bene- 
ficial In western; damage largely eon lined 
to Hooding lowlands, Injuring comparatively 
small ' acreage of wheat and oats: corn 
planting greatly rctnrded, which will prob- 
ably renult In slightly decreased acreage' 
planting about completed la northern and 
western counties ami resumed In uplanda 
generally, Holds weedy, cultivation com- 
menced; wheat and eats rtnk, wheat rust- 
ing slightly; apples below the nveruge; bay 
and potatoes promise well.

siderate and respectful parent, . ■>;£«■• 

^Tone" conies from the tbneher—tliat 
la, when'' ho 1ms "been long enough. In 
the school, to ltnppcfis'.lilmsclf upon his 
pupils. When a "new: teacher • enters 
upon bis work ho*Boon perceives tho 
"tono" loft by hls?predecessor, .and 
Bees at once whi$ l hts work outside 
the text book is to "be. . "TcW* .\a 
always moral or Immoral In character, 
It cannot be neutral, for the teacher 
la not like n shocmnkcr or carpenter. 
There cau be no micli tiling as nil* Ira- 
moral buoo ot house, neither cau there 
bp such a thing us teaching, neutral In 
Us tone. 

Every day's work makes the tonchcr, 
pays tbe Educator's Journal, and' his 
pupils either better or worse. There 
Is often more moral uplifting In a reci- 
tation In geometry than In a sermon. 
Even the calling of the roil may be 
done In suck a manner as to render 
the school hnppy or miserable. The 
Baino may be aalil of every achool ex- 
ercise. Moral tone fa not ntwnys con- 
nected with mciitoj nhlUty; on the con- 
trary, many highly Intellectual teach- 
ers have been harti, barah, cruel and 
exacting. .There was once a teacher 
.who 'could sing with great effect. -I-JIb 
t'volcewiis musical, his manner kind 
and conciliatory and his whole bearing 
that of a refined .gent Ionian. One piece 
he used to sing so effectually that tears 
would moisten his checks during Its 
performance, and many of his pupils 
l won la bo visibly affected. It Is need- 
leas to say that he attached himself 
to' Ma pupils In a remarkable mooncr. 
But he was so poor ta arlthmotle that 



frequently he would ask help from nil 
advanced pupils; yet tho memory' of 
that teacher remains in the minds of 
his pupils, after many years, when 
teachers were,' as a rule, harsh and 
unbending and the school room, wo* 
rarely a place of happiness.

Thirty lives nro believed to hnvo'been 
lost in the current wh kh rushed Into 
Bust St : Louis Wledncsday morning. 
Nearly, all of tbe 30.000 people fled lis tbo 
rcsult-of the.- breaking of tbo embank- 
ments which bad stood between tbo Mls^ 
Blsslppl Hood arid the busy town on the 
eastern bank of tho river, and Wednes- 
day afternoon fully a fourth of the city 
was submerged, ! 

Factory whistles and men .shouting 
through megaphones awakened people la 
tho southern section nf En«t St, LouIb In: 
tho mlddlo of the night, oiid they (led to 
tho north end, ■ leaving' homes and ioo&» 
behind. Iicfpre, noon , n_ break was re- 
ported in* the Baltimore and Ohio South- 
western levee nt the north, and the who'la 
city was la danger. 

A" long procession of dirheartcnod, 
homalesa residents whose , houses, are 
from two to five ftot under water wend- 
ed their -way across tho . great Eads 
bridge, reeking safety on the Missouri 
side. Others, panic-stricken, ran about 
tbe streets. knowing not whither to go. 

The; river rose to STlfJ feet, nnd the 
army of leyee builders no longer could 
hoal the breaks. Business * was suspend- 
ed nnd tho city hall, filled with flood vic- 
tims,, was entered by the water. 

Brldxe the Only Waijr Out. 

Women with children la arms, men car- 
rying household furniture, borsesy dogs 
and cats were In the streets. At sunrise 
the Bads bridga wns virtually the only 
means' of crossing the river open to tho 
throng. . Trafllc to East 9t. Louis from 
the went sldo was suspended and police- 
men turned back at] who attempted the 
trip. The routhera half of East St, 
Louis was deepest In the Hood, and 2,500 
men fell back on Missouri avenue in the 
attempt to save tho remainder of tbo 
city, menaced by swelling waters from 
three sides. 

A few hours before tho break in the 
levee Ned Roberts, a negro employed ns 
a levee builder, was killed by members 
ot tbo levee patrol for attempting to tear 
down a part of tho dike. His act was 
the result of anger because he wo* not 
allowed to draw his pdiy nt once. 

An appeal from Mayor Cook to Lieut 
Gov, Northcott for State troops to aid In 
guarding' property was answered with 
tho promise thnt details of militia would 
bfi sent to East St. Louis nt once. 

Relief boats started from St. Lonis 
for East St. Louis' early. Wednesday 
morning. By order of Park Commission-. 
er Aull tho skiffs, used for recreation on 
tho park lake, were collected, to be sent 
to the east side on a ferryboat. 

During the forenoon the water wad 
threatening the north aud cast aides, pro- 
served temporarily by the Baltimore and 
Ohio South western Railroad embank- 
ment, and had reached the viaduct' only 
seven blocks east of the city hall. In 
the city hall n foot and a half of water 
had collected. It Is believed many fami- 
lies In first-atory cottagea awoke when 
It was; too Into to escape. -Levee work* 
era who lay down to rest on the embank- 
ment, worn out with hard . labor, were 
caught by the Hood and drowned like 
rata. It may never be icarued how many 
died In this way. 

Mwicnwrj Arotioe People. 

When the break occurred .warnings 
were sent Qrst through the Dexter addi- 
tion by messengers, who discharged fire- 
arms, blow horns and shouted In Btento- 
rian tones. Lights gleamed In bouses 
where the occupants had retired, confi- 
dent that tbo embankment would hold. 
Persona scantily attired emerged from 
their homes, nnd In a few moments the 
whole populace of tlia low district were 
fleeing to higher ground. . . 

As the noise of the approaching flood 
was heard, the flight, at first a rapid re- 
treat with a semblance of order, becamo 
a panic. All efforts to assure the people 
that there wns time to escape unless a 
gap was washed through the embank- 
ment failed, and most of them fled with- 
out making nn effort to save property. 

Messengers wore sent to tho main lec- 
tion of tho city telling of tile danger from 
the new point of nttnek. Aa the bottoms 
filled and; tbo river gained a larger en- 
trance too terror in the businesa section 
grow Intense. It was all the greater 
bocauso.of the darkness 'and the fear 
that while' guard was maintained In one 
direction tho torrent would break through 
nt another point and engulf the luckless 
inhabitant?. By. tho thousands people 
deserted their homes and ran up and 
down tho streets seeking n place of suc- 
cor. 

" Seven miles of wnter, pressing front 
the south aud uouthcast,' overcame tti^ 
city's lino of defense shortly before '1 
o'clock In tho morn lug, .nnd 6,000 persons 
were driven from their homes, One thou- 
sand men. were: working on tho port of 
the levee which broke. For several hours 
before the final break they bnd'thb assist- 
ance of hundreds of women nnd chil- 
dren. 

Tho e'rovseso appeared nt the St. Louis 
Valley crossing' of /the Illinois Central 
. embankment, two miles south of tho Re- 
lay station. While as:many men, women 
and children aa could atnnd on tho em- 
bankment wero heaping enndbags be- 
tween tho rails to prevent: the monaclng 
waters from going over tho top, tho re- 
sistless current broke through tho lower 
part of tho wall of earth and spurted. In 
rivulets jnto tho faces of thope who were 
carrying sandbags up the bank.. Bags 
thrown Into the openings by doecns.of 
men wero tossed aside by the water liko 
feathers. Tho workers fled from their 
useloas task and. tho alarm was given by 
ringing of bells nnd blowing, of ^whistles 
la every part of the city. A few of the 
workers on the embankment remained at 
their posts until .tho current compelled 
them to swim for their lives. 

Awakened fnuillles saw 'tho water. In 
tho streets and when, thoy wera*. ready 
to leave the flood was at .their .window 
sllli. All fled to the north. 

Tho Mercur, a weekly paper published 
by \ n. group of young litemry 'm*n in 
Strasburg, was recently ,conuscntod>on 
ths charge of lese . mbjostc.

"Wna Thio Ancient- Cliarpto That 
Caused' the, Ktshinef Mnmacre. 
■ William. E. Curtis lu n Washington 
special to ■ tho Chicago' Iteicord-Herald 
says: The recent mnssacrcs of Jews in 
ltussitt, according to newspaper repotts 
were provoked by what bos como to be 
known as tho "blood accusation," It la 
charged that the' Jewish rabbis killed a 
CbrlBtloh child for Its blood, to be used 
in tho uulenvened bread of the piissover. 
. The origin of tho charge Is supposed' 
to be based upon^thc notion that as the 
Jews ceased' to make animal sacrifices 
after the destruction of the temple, they 
would endeavor to, find a substitute in a 
Christian, and' sometimes the Ideu/is put 
forth that, after sacrificing a Christian 
child, Its blood bused for mixing tho 
unleavened bread, This accusation has 
been formally made hundreds of times, 
resulting hr riots, crlmlnnl trials and sev- 
eral massacres, and akttough distinguish- 
ed rub bis have publicly and solemnly 
sworn that human blond Is never used 
In tho Jewish | ritual, and many popes, 
emperors 'and distinguished Christian 
scholars have expressed their belief In 
these statement.* and have condemned 
tho authors of the accusation, It contin- 
ues to be reiterated In eastern Europe, 
and oven In this, the twentieth century. 

There la n similar superstition among 
ignorant Chinese who have been taught 
to believe that the Christian missionaries 
kill little children and boil their bodies 
In order to extract oil for medicinal pur- 
poses. Several riots have occurred In 
China on" thin pretext. . The nntl-Chtls- 
tlan riots In lS05 were started by an Im- 
prudent missionary, who took a little 
child away from n mother, who was beat- 
ing It, and carried It to his home.

The advocates of Irrigation are point- 
ing to the Mississippi river. flood a i an 
argument In favor of their' schema- for' 
the construction of stunt ge reservoirs* and 
other Irrigation works In the Western 
States. r i)hoy admit that It may well be 
questioned whether in a hundred ycari 
tbo government could ' build reservoirs 
with BUlueieHt capacity to appreciably 
mitigate the evil caused by tbe rise of 
the Mississippi at St, Louis to dver so von' 
feet' above tlie dnnger line. They "say, 
however, the situation would bb reme- 
died * considerably. "A feature, of 'this' 
flood storage, which may. not be gener- 
ally understood, but which would un- 
doubtedly accomplish the desired result, 
may be termed a 'secondary storage/ " 
said one of the leading irrigation enthu- 
siasts tho other day. "The water stor- 
age proposition applied to the Missouri 
and its great tributaries Involves the 
question of the irrigation of tho vast arid 
domain through which these rivers flow. 
If irrigation storage reservoirs were con- 
structed on these reservoirs it is esti- 
mated that as much as 33,000,000 acres 
of present desert land would be reclaim- 
ed. The' principal season of. growing 
crops for tills area would he April, May, 
June, July and August nud tho rensoti 
that the lands are not irrigated at pres- 
ent Is that while there Is plenty of water 
In the first three months, during July and 
August, when water is absolutely neces- 
sary to mature the crops, these streams 
are reduced to mere threads. If the 
storage reservoirs wo to built they woold 
supply water for this laud during July: 
and August, during the three preceding 
months the water for this great area of 
land would be drawn directly from the 
streams tbemsclree." 



The number of Immigrants arriving la 
this country continues to Increase. Sta- 
tistics for the twelve months ending April 
30 last, the returns for May not having 
yet been compiled, show that the immi- 
grants arriving numbered S03.272. They 
were divided as follows:

Pennsylvania amounted to fl.000,000 
The storms in South Carolina on Satur- 
day destroyed $3,500,000 worth of prop- 
erty. 'At a low estitnnte, the floods of 
this spring have entailed a loss to pro- 
ducers and business interests and private 
property In tbe United States of $120,- 
000,000. 

This is not an exceptional record. Ev- 
ery two or three years the Hoods are as 
dii astro us to life and property Inter- 
ests as they have been this year. It 
is believed that one4ialf of this loss 
might be prevented by the reforestation 
of lands on tiie water sheds of the great 
rivers and by tree plantlug on the plains 
of Kansas and Nebraska. 

Experiments In New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois, Minnesota and other States 
fliow that 'tres may be grown at n profit 
A liberal estimate places tbo first ex- 
pense of planting trcca at $110 an ncrc. 
In one case in Illinois the preparation 
for planting, the pluntiDg, and the care 
of ten acres of trees for ten years was 
$200, At the experiment station at tho 
Illinois University seven acres were 
planted with 30,740 trees, at a cost of 
$433 for trees, $100 for planting, and $43 
for cultivation, or a total of $532, or $83 
an acre. 

It Is contended by the Minnesota for- 
estry department that crop of trees can 
bo grown as aurojy aa n crop of com, 
and. In proportion to ita value, with far 
lesB expense; that ten acres properly 
planted with Umber and property culti- 
vated will In five yenrs supply fuel for 
a family nnd fencing for a farm of 100 
acres; that the most worthleaa lands of 
treeless regions, When planted In trees, 
can he sold for $100 per acre within 
twenty yearn; that the net profits on a 
quarter section of. prairie, properly pre- 
pared, planted, and cultivated with forest 
trees, will within ten yenrs exceed the 
net profits of ten quarter sections of 
wheat. 

Tnking the first coat, however, of 'trio 
planting, the 5,000,000 trees planted in; 
this country every year involve an ex- 
penditure of not more than $250,000. If 
tho number of trees planted annually 
were Increased one hundred fold, the cost 
would be $25,000,000, and if we planted 
500,000,000 trees a year wo could hnve 
in twenty-five years such n measure 
of re f iirc station ns would produce the 
conditions that prevailed when the water 
sheds of our great rivers were covered 
with forests. 

This would bo a moderate outlay, even 
if there were no profit In tree planting, 
hut tbo experiments of railway managers 
and of farmers prove that tree planting 
as n business Is profitable. Therefore It 
Is not easy to understand why the farm- 
ers of the country, tho railway mana- 
gers, the manufacturers, and business 
men generally do not unite lu a common 
movement to secure practical safety from 
disastrous floods at nn annual expendi- 
ture of money not one-fourth as large as 
tlie annual loss by Hoods. — Chicago Inter

A»ful Calamity In tho Far Went— 
, Mender l>ctutl« Which Hcnch tho 
Conkt Tell ot Tcrrlbio Loin of Life 
nnd Property. 



Wbrd^ was received In Portland Mon- 
day that the little town of Heppner; Oro., 
wns destroyed by a waterspout Sunday 
evening and that between 400 and 500 
Uvea were lost. Only meager reports 
were received, hut as It was stated that 
103 .bodies were recovered by 5 o'clock In 
the morning, tho .belief was held that 
the disaster Is one of the worst known 
In tho Pacific coast States. 

lieppner Is- a town' of. about 1,230 In- 
habitants,- the Bent of Morrow County, 
Oregon, at the terminus of a branch of 
the Oregon ltnilroad < and Navigation 
Company. Farming- nud stock raising 
arc tbe chief industries. 

'.Caused !>y Cloud burst*. 

Willow creek, which Is given as the 
cause of tlie disaster, la ordinarily, a 
small stream nnd early reports indicate 
the flood was caused by cither one or two 
cloudbursts. It is said the .waterspout 
descended on tho town' shortly after 0. 
o'clock .Sunday evening. Tha torrent 
rushed down Willow creek, causing the 
stremn to overflow Its banks and eprcad 
oter the doomed village so suddenly 
that few of the inhabitants had n chance 
for their lives. 

News of the disaster came to Portland 
from lone and Arlington, which hod tel- 
ephone communication with lieppner. 
The 'Oregon Railroad and Navigation 
Company genoni] offices received a tele-, 
gram from lone stating that tho com- 
pany's station nt lieppner was washed 
away by a flood and that many people 
won- drowned. Later advices from Ar- 
lington cstlmnted tho loss of life at mora 
thou 400.

During thin period 74.030 Hebrews ar- 
rived, about 41 per cent of whom came 
from Russia.

Royal Victims and Their Attendants Slain in the Dead of Night- 
May Have Been Result of Plot to pet Rid of Queen- 
May Cause Turmoil In Europe 



The reign of King Alexander and 
Queen Drrtgn, sovereigns of Servia, L whs 
■ brought ton fenrf ul em] early Thursday 
when the ruynl palace In Belgrade was 
surrounded by troops arid -the King nnd 
Queen ami the members of tbeir cabinet 
murdered Lu their beds. The revolution* 
Uts under Prince Peter, Knrngeorgcvltch 
secured the support of the. entire Servian 
army,, and Knrngoergevllcli wns pro- 
claimed King.'.' Besides tlie King nnd 
Queeii, Premier Z'mznr, Minister Mnrko* 
vlteli and lils w if c, the couimnnder of tbo 
palace grounds, nud two other . members 
of the roynl houM'hold were assassinated- 

A special dispatch from Homo alleged 
that nearly' a hundred pcrcoun were kill- 
ed at Uclgrndc, but there ,wm .no con- 
firmation of this report from elsewhere. 

The attack wan made shortly ' nftcr 
midnight. The troops surrounded the 
Komi I; ami forced their way Into the 
pnlace. Only a feeble attempt to prevent 
the assassination wits made by the mem- 
bers of the Royal Guard, many of whom 
are suspected of being Implicated In tho 
plot. • The royal household wan aroused 
by the troops. Terrible scenes followed. 
The uiemhiTu of the cabinet and their re- 
spective wives fled to the bedroom of tho 
King and Queen, but were followed by 
tbo Assassins. Queen lJmga pHcously 
begged that her life be spared, but all 
, of tlie occupants of tho bedroom were 
quickly executed. 

It Is km kl that the Inst moments of the 
King and Queen were tilled with horror. 
When the royal pair retired a few hours 
:*nrlfer. they had no -suspicion, that the 
long-expected revolution Was upon them. 
They were Awakened by the erica of. tho 
servants, hut, before any attempt- at;. es- 
cape could be' made the 'soldiers werc»up- 
.onihein. Thevtcvolt of the nrinylB coin-, 
plctc, Tho overthrow of .the government 
whs accomplished within 'V few" minutes' 
after the troops had proclaimed Kara*, 
georgeviteh ruler. y • ■ 

The plan of the uprising -was carefully 
covered up. It is said that several , of 
Alexander's trusted advisers were In tho 
confidence of tha revolutionists. Steps 
toward the formation of a new. govern- 
ment progressed with all possible haste. 
In order to allay the excitement. The 
lender of the .Liberal party, Avakoino* 
vitch, has been -appointed Premier! The 
city of Belgrade Is lu u state of groat ex- 
citement. 

Although the late King and Queen 
were unpopular with their subjects, their 
terrible fata has aroused much public 
sympathy. It Is feared that a revulsion 
of feeling will follow and that an attempt 
will be made to depose Karageorgcvltch. 
Several previous attempts were made to 
assassinate Queen Draga. Since her as- 
cension to the Servian throne her life 
lias been n long wrlcs of scandals. Late' 
ly, however, It was declared she had been, 
restored to tho favor of tho' King and 
several of her former favorites were ban- 
ished from court. : 

King Alexander, and Queen. .'Drnga 
Masehlnwrrc assassinated during a mil- 
itary revolution -which broke out at 2 
o'clock lit tho morning Id tho streets of 
Belgrade. A proclamation was posted 
In tho streets; shortly afterward stating 
'that tholr majesties hail been shot. Tho 
trouble was. precipitated by Alexander's 
high-handedness iindar tho influence of 
Queen Drnga. ■ Publloroplnlon, especially 
In army circles, hits been seething for 
mouths past, and tha King's act In sti- 
fling the popular voice nt the recent elec- 
tion by a forced ministerial success was 
the last straw. 

Tha first Intimation of serious trouble, 
however,- was not manifest until Wednes- 
day night, when muriuurlug began to bo 
beard, It gradually Increased lu volume 
until; .with *a' roar, tlio'aruiy at 2 o'clock 
broke 'nil bounds and started a revolu- 
tion. Tho pnlace was the first point of 
attack, and thither the military mob 
' rushed. : 

' Cannon Give the 81 en nl. 

Cannon were -fired as. a. signal for, the 
carnage to begin, mid the troops bur- 
rounded the ministerial residences at tho 
same time that they moved on the palace.' 
After the tragedy nt tho pnlace officers 
galloped through tho streets of the. city 
shouting the news that the King and 
Queen had been killed. 

According to tho bent nvnllnble Infor- 
mation obtainable from tho moss of con- 
tradictions the crime was committed by 
members of the Sixth Infantry, under the 
, -' -3111111 nnd of Cols, Mlschlch nnd M a chin. 
"» The latter Is n brother-in-law of the latp 
Queen Drngn mid minister of public 
works In the new cabinet. The soldiers 
appear to have fought tholr way into, tho 
palace, shooting down tho nld-de-cump 
on duty, Co). Nnu movies, although, ac- 
cording to nnother version, the King shot 
Kaumovlcs because 1 ho opened; tho gate 
to his assailants, thereby creating n sus- 
picion of his connivance,' Some of tho 
other persons killed were surprised la 
their houses simultaneously with tho at- 
tack on tho palace, 

;,* In nil, eight persons lost their lives, 
Immediately after tho assassination of 
the King the mob ; proclaimed Prince 
Karageorgevltcb, the pretender, King.ln 

. Alexander's stead.

Tho mob, mndo thirsty by its taste of' 
blood,' then made Its way to' tho apart- 
ments of Premier. Kilin-nr rind M. Mnrko- 
vltch, the commander- of the King's 
Guard. Both, with their wives, were 
shot down in cold blood, 

Queen Killed with nn Ax. 

A. dispatch from Semlin,' Hungary, 
gives nn Interesting version of the events 
"at Belgrade. It snys: 

A party of olllccrs preceded to the pal- 
ace by previous arrangement with Gcii. 
LjubaBlvkovics nnd called on 'King Alex- 
ander to abdicate In favor of Prince 
Peter Karageorgevltcb. .The King re- 
fused nnd shot Col. ' Nau movies, who 
made the proposal. The other officers 
thereupon summoned the war minister, 
Gen. Pavlovltch, and Tudorovlcs, tha 
minister of tho Interior, one of the King's 
nlds-dc*cninp, and other loynl officers. 
■ Tho leader of the nctunl assailants was 
Lieut. Col. Mlschlch, who himself mur- 
dered the Queen. The latter, together 
with her brother ami sisters, was struck 
down with an ax.

\ All of thq bodies of tho victims were 
dumped" Into one grave rind' as a. final 
mark of Ignominy, it is said, tho bodies 
of the relatives and officials who" wore 
murdered at the same time were placed 
above those of Alexander and Drnga and 
the earth filled in.
